A good many years ago the 
late Calvin Coolidge, a dull and

President Coolidge spoke at 
the peak of the great boom, 
that fantastic period of the 
1920s just before the sick- 
ening depression.

It is ironical that but the briefest 
span of time would elapse before 
his successor, Herbert Hoover, 
was to learn the hard way that 
the business of government was 
that of a sick business and, more 
important, that of a hurt people. 


The business of government is, 
of course, concerned with both 
since our economy and our per- 
sonal welfare inextricably are 
bound together. The business of 
our government is, like our gov- 
ernment, separated into three 
parts—each serving as a check 
and balance. And, as in govern- 
ment, whenever either the Presi- 
dency, the Judiciary or the Con- 
gress becomes too weak, or too 
strong, things do not go well. 


Government 


The business of government is 
people—the economy and leader- 
ship. A people, or culture, a civi- 
lization, a society—call it what 


But it should be clear that the 
whole purpose of America is not 
this. enjoyment. We have not 
merely stood still in education, 
for example. We have, in general, 
lost ground, Education is a great- 
er necessity than coniforts. Yet 
our schools are more over-crowd- 
ec than ever. We have not been 
willing to build enough. Nor have 
we been willing to make the teach- 
ing profession what it should be. 
We also have neglected science, 
the related technologies and the 
arts. 

In so doing, we have inevitably 
neglected national defense. 

One has but to look at the cold 
statistics. 

At the close of the second great 
war the Russians were in des- 
perate straits. They had lost some 
nine million persons. Their best 
farm lands had been occupied and 
damaged. Many of their cities 
wére leveled. 


Why? 

Why, in 12 years, has their steel 
capacity doubled, their industrial 
output generally grown at a very 
fast pace, and their scientific 
achievements advanced to where 
everyone may now see them 
to be? 

The Kremlin, of course, would 
say that it is because of Commu- 
nist leadership. But we and most 
of the rest of the world know 
that to be an utterly false ex- 
planation. Russia hasn’t really

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Macmillan Arrives 
On an Anniversary 


'It is purely a coincidence but the ar- 
rival of Prime Minister Macmillan for 
talks with President Eisenhower on the 
state of the Western Alliance—among 
other matters—comes on the anniver- 
safy of the Hungarian revolt and the 
blgody repression of it by the Soviet 
Udon which was to follow. 

‘It began as peaceful demonstrations, 
led by intellectuals and students, a year 
ago in Budapest. They gathered in Bem 
an@i Petofi squares—named for heroes of 
the 1848 revolt against the Russians—in 
vielation of government orders. Their de- 
mands were simply for freedom. 

‘During the afternoon and evening the 
crowds grew. They demanded withdrawal 
of Soviet troops, free elections, release of 
political prisoners, repatriation of Hun- 
garians from Siberia, freedom of the press 
and radio. They demanded the ouster of 
Erho Gero, Communist Party chief, and 
when he answered with a bristling, threat- 
ening speech, violence exploded. 

The revolt spread in a few days 
throughout all Hungary as the people ob- 
tained arms and the Hungarian Army it- 
self turned against the hated Communist 
regime of police regimentation and ter- 
ror. They forced acceptance of many of 
their demands. And then on Nov. 4 the 
Russians moved in with overwhelming 
might. They clobbered Budapest and 
murdered thousands as the Hungarians 
chose death instead of slavery. 

The revolt lies buried under the rub- 
ble left by Russian guns, But not even 
the propaganda and threats which ac- 
companied launching of the Sputnik can 
erase its significance. And the hatred of 
Russians and communism lives on in 
Budapest and throughout Hungary. 

The Macmillan visit coincides with an- 
other anniversary, too: The near breakup 
of the Atlantic Alliance when the United 
States refused to lead and defeated Brit- 
ish aims to drive the Communist influ- 
ence out of the Middle East. Then as now 
Western disunity served the Kremlin’s 
aims. Today London is getting quite a bit 
of grim pleasure out of our efforts to 
checkmate Khrushchev’s staggering suc- 
cess in his drive to subvert the whole area. 

Lack of a united Western policy in the 
Middle East has left the soft spot which 
the Communists now are exploiting, with 
their Sputnik, the big lie and threats of 
war. : 

There is now a chance for a new be- 
ginning. Surely the memory of Hungary 
and the disastrous course of events in the 
Middle East make it more than manda- 
tory. Now is not the time for more of 
Dulles’ moralizing but for a practical 
realization that British and American na- 
tional interests and those of all free na- 
tions demand unity in face of Moscow’s 
onslaught.

Education Is Lagging 


On Value of Vaccines 


In this age of highly developed vac- 
cine it seems inexcusable that a diphtheria 
outbreak should occur in the Atlanta 
area or, for that matter, anywhere in the 
nation. 

Yet several children in Fayette and 
Fulton counties have been stricken. One 
of them, a 77-year-old boy, has died. Al- 
though he was reported to have received 
preschool vaccine against the disease, the 
majority of those affected had not, ac- 
cording to Grady Hospital officials. 

Publie use of vaccines against diph- 
theria, polio, typhoid and other diseases 
has failed to keep pace with the develop- 
ment of serum. This is due for the most 
part to apathy or lack of knowledge on 
the dangers of postponing or utterly ig- 
noring the ample opportunities to receive 
immunization. 

Parents should be vigilant in seeing to 
it that their children are immunized. It 
often is dangerous to wait until they are 
of school age. Diphtheria, for instance, 
strikes hardest at the age group of from 
18 months to 3 years. 

In instances where children have not 
received the proper serums before apply- 
ing for entrance in school, it should be 
compulsory that they do so before they 
are admitted. 

The sad truth is that education of 
adults as to the importance of immuniza- 
tion programs has not accomplished what 
it should have. All agencies concerned 
with this problem—the public health 
service, schools, the medical profession 
and society in general—should bear down 
hard on correcting this situation.

Under the impact of Soviet “rocket diplomacy” and mounting 
criticism at home and abroad, the Eisenhower administration has 
begun to shake off its initial posture of complacency over the impli- 
cations of the Soviet moon and is beginning to face up to the necessities 
of the age of space and the possibility of future pushbutton warfare. 


It is now acknowledged that 
the Soviets have developed a sci- 
entific and technical capacity 
which has put them ahead of us, 
not only in launching an earth 
satellite but, what is much more 
important, in producing certain 
types of powerful and long-range 
rockets and missiles that are al- 
ready important psychological 
weapons in the cold war and are 
certain to be the decisive mili- 
tary weapons within a few years. 

This makes the race in the 
missile field not a race for celes- 
tial “basketballs” or ‘“‘scientific 
tricks,”” but a race for our sur- 
vival. 

In recognition of this, President 
Eisenhower, after consultations 


at the expense of Soviet living 
standards. We cannot and need 
not follow a like course, but there 
is no reason why we cannot 
achieve the same concentration 
of resources and talents — not 
only our own but also those of 
our allies—on a free, voluntary 
and cooperative basis.

up about the place. He never sent. 
any such message as “Send us:

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (®@—An American Army ser- 
nt said today he is still on duty and drawing pay

Master Sgt. Roy Rhodes, testify- 
ing at the spy trial of Russian Col. 
Rudolf 1. Abel, said he never had 
been arrested, indicted or court- 
martialed. 

Rhodes added, however, that he 
is confined to the Virginia Army 
base where he currently is sta- 
tioned. 

“Are you still on duty and draw- 
ing pay?” defense attorney James 
B. Donovan asked in cross-exam- 
ination. 

“As far as I know, that’s right,” 
replied the 40-year-old Rhodes.

That left, as Rhodes’ only ap- 
parent link to Abel, the testimony 
last week of Reino Hayhaden, a 
Russian spy who defected to the 
West last May. Hayhaden said 
Abel had a dossier on Rhodes un- 
der the code name “Quebec.” 

Rhodes testified yesterday that 
he sold information to the Rus- 
sians while he was in charge of 
the motor pool at the U.S. Em- 
basy in Moscow from 1951 to 1953. 
He said he was paid from $2,500 to 
$3,000 for information on his own

PREFACE TO TALK 


The forthcoming series of 
speeches was revealed in a brief 
preface to his address that was 
released by the White House an 
hour after the prepared text was 
distributed. 


The President said he would 
try to deliver these talks ‘‘dur- 
ing the ensuing weeks.”’ 


Against the somber backdrop 
of a 12 billion dollar stock mar- 
ket decline in the past week 
and the sobering evidence that 
Russian scientific capacity may 
have forged ahead of America’s, 
the President urged a revival 
of confidence. 


His audience of more than 
1,000 included many corporation 
executives and medical educators. 
The National Fund for Medical 
Education, which the president 
helped found in 1949 when he 
was then president of Columbia 
University, is designed to mobilize 
private financial support for the 
nation’s accredited medical 
schools. 


HONORS FOR SLOAN 


The dinner was in honor of 
Alfred P. Sloan, former chairman 
of the board of General Motors 
Corp. and president of the Alfred 
P. Sloan foundation. 


Sloan received the Frank H. 
Lahey Memorial Award for his 
service as a layman to the cause 
of medical education. Lahey was 
an outstanding Boston surgeon 
before his death in June, 1953. 
President Eisenhower received 
the first annual Lahey award in 


1954. 

Tonight’s presentation te Sloan 
was made jointly by former Presi- 
dent Hoover, Dr. John B. You- 
mans, president of the Association 
of American Medical Colleges and 
Dr. David B. Allman, president 
of the American Medical Assn. 

Eisenhower's theme was the 
country’s urgent need for more 
physicians and expanded health 
facilities. 

LARGER RATE 

He noted that during the last 25 
years it had become necessary for 
government to take an increasing- 
ly larger role in the nation’s econ- 
omy because of depression, wars 
and world tension. 

But he said that this involve- 
ment, while necessary, “must rot 
lead to a doctrinaire and expedi- 
ent reliance upon government.” 

He added: “Freedom’s perma- 
nent spiritual and intellectual val- 
ues will always transcend any 
material advantage resulting from 
regimentation. 

“Moreover, in determining gov- 
ernment’s proper role, we must 
cast aside any morbid pessimism 
about the capacity of our private 
enterprise system to generate and 
maintain high leve's of employ- 
ment, production and incomes.”

Lights blazed in the little house on Mathieson drive where 
the Northside School for Exceptional Children operates in the 
daytime. It was 8 p.m. but the school was full of children—groups 
of eight or 10 gathered around tables in two or three rooms, 
their fingers busy, their eyes bright and intent on the men wifo 
sat before them. 

“What's going on?’’ I whispered to a little boy near me and 
he lifted his shining face to give me a quick, exultant answer 
before he returned to his work. 

“It’s magic night!” he said. . 

Magic Night has come to be a regular thing at this private 
school for youngsters who are having learning troubles and, 
because of its apparent success, it may soon spread to the various 
schools for polio, cerebral palsy victims and other handicapped 
children. 

A group of local amateur magicians, members of the Julian 
V. Boehm Assembly, Atlanta Society of Magicians, ‘is responsible. 


Seymour Kessler, a Whitehall street merchant and magic 
hobbyist, told me about it. Time and time again in his own circle 
of friends he has seem sleight of hand and magical skills effect 
changes in people. Once at the suggestion of a local judge he 
worked with a boy who was emotionally upset, skipping school 


and on the verge of delinquency. The ability to mystify and en- 
tertain people with a few simple tricks of magic gave this boy 
confidence and brought him pleasure and a sense of achievement, 
returning him te school. 


But another friend of Mr. Kessler’s, an old fishing pal named 
Charles Reiss, is really responsible for the present magicians’ 
project among retarded and handicapped children. Mr. Kessler 
taught Mr. Reiss a little magic when the two of them went on 
a fishing trip one time and the fish refused to bite. The hobby 
so delighted Mr. Reiss he continued to pursue it and to acquire 
new skills. Not long ago he went to the Mayo Clinic for correc- 
tion of a war injury and while he was there he began entertain- 
ing other patients with his feats of magic. Then for fun he taught 
some of the patients to perform magic themselves. The result 
was a tremendous lift in patient morale. 

While doctors at various hospitals around the country, includ- 
Ing the Warm Springs Foundation, approved the project, Mr. 
Keiss presented his ideas on magic therapy to his fellow members 
of the Society of American Magicians. 


“It’s still in the experimental stage,’’ Mr. Kessler admitted. 
“We don’t know a great deal about it but we do know that these 
children enjoy it.” 

William W. Edwards Jr., director of the Northside school, 
listening to the excited clamor in the next room as a little boy 
caused a coin to disappear and reappear, smiled. 


“It’s been wonderful for them,” he said. ‘“‘They would come 
back to school every night if they could have this.” 

To make sure that the magic doesn’t lose its luster for them, 
Mr. Kessler and his magic society committee—Walter H. Harris, 
Harold R. Martin and Miles E. Hess, president of the society— 
give the lessons for an hour only every other week. This allows 
the youngsters time to practice and gives the event the flavor of 
rarity. 

Mr. Kessler’s young son, Walter, accompanies his father and 
acts as a prop man. He has been learning magic since babyhood 
and has quite a repertoire of tricks. 

The magicians insist that they have no idea of making pro- 
fessionals out of retarded or handicapped youngsters. They only 
hope to give them a means of self-expression and a sense of 
accomplishment, improving coordination and timing.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (®—Catherine Marshall, 
who wrote about her life as the wife of “‘A Man 
Called Peter,” now tells about life as his widow. 


And on a visit to Manhattan from her home 
in Washington, D.C., the pretty, vivacious Mrs. 
Marshall explained why she came to write her 
latest book, “To Live Again.”’ 


“People wanted proof that the faith which 
carried me through ‘A Man Called Peter’ hadn’t 
‘let me down. They had a right to know. That's 
‘why I wrote this book,” she explained. 


“It was needed to round out an era of my 
life. Now I have a strange feeling that this is 
the end of that era,” she added. 

To all who face bereavement, the opening 
‘words of “‘To Live Again” will strike an under- 
standing chord: 


“On the gray morning of Jan. 25, 1949, my 
world caved in.” Her husband, Peter Marshall, 
Senate chaplain, died of a heart attack. 

How Mrs. Marshall put the pieces of that 
shattered world back together makes an inspir- 
ing story. 

Future books probably will not be autobi- 
ographical. But she hopes to compile a bibliog- 
raphy to help persons in different situations. 

“There is no pat answer to put into one 
paragraph which will revolutionize people’s lives. 
Everyone hopes for 10 easy words to solve their 
problems. That’s impossible. But I hope I can 


help,” said the Tennessee-born Presbyterian 
minister’s daughter. 

Her advice to widows: “Face your situation. 
Don’t drift. Be determined not to become 
warped. 

“Plan your life to do away with the diffi- 


culty of suddenly being alone. Do things for 
children. If not yours, then someone else’s. 


“Help young mothers who need baby-sitters. 
You always can find something to do. Giving 
a lift to others will give you a much-needed 
lift.”’ 

Mrs. Marshall nas not remarried, but she 
said: 

“Living alone is abnormal. I don’t believe 
God intended us to do this. I think the New 
Testament condones a second marriage. It’s 
very clear on this point. 

“TI don’t believe that remaining a lone figure 
in the world—as a widow or widower—is the 
best way to contribute to our spiritual develop- 
ment. We're inclined to become self-centered if 
we're alone. The give-and-take of a close rela- 
tionship with another human being does help 
develop our spiritual side. We grow as we apply 
our love for God to our relationship with other 
people,”” she said. 

The gracious, warm-hearted author finds 
fame “‘lots of work.’’ She is scheduled to “plug” 
her book in Birmingham, Mich., in November, 
and in Fort Worth, San Antonio and Waco, Tex., 
in December.

We have observed a common 
weakness in the signaling tech- 
nique of a good many players. 
The purpose of a signal by a 
defender is to give assistance to 
his partner—to tell him whether 
to come on or to shift to another 
suit—and not to show hig’ cards 
or to describe a specific holding. 


East’s failure to grasp this dis- 
tinction proved disastrous to his 
side today. Against South’s con- 
tract of four spades, West opened 
the king of clubs, and East, in an 
effort to show that he had a 
doubleton, played the eight. West 
dutifully continued with the ace 
and another club which East 
ruffed. 


This was the last trick taken 
by the defense, since South was 
able to discard his losing heart 
on the long club. Obviously a 
heart shift at trick two would 
have set up East’s king and thus 
have led to the defeat of the 
contract. 


West mentioned something 
about East’s encouraging signal 
in clubs. East replied, “I did not 
care to have you lead another 
club but thought it was my duty 
to show you a high-low. 


This is a very common mis- 
conception. In cases of this sort, 
you must not signal merely to 
show a doubleton. The signal is 
always intended to act as a guide, 
urging partner to continue or dis- 
continue a suit, as the case may 
be. 

In this case, holding a natural 
trump trick, East did not desire 
to trump the third round and 
had no reason therefore to ask 
for a club continuation. 


The important consideration is 
to establish the heart trick be- 
fore declarer can obtain any dis- 
cards. East should have played 
the deuce of club suggesting a 
shift. It would have not been 
difficult for West to realize that

—The Team Is Better Than Its Record 


Perhaps the Bulldogs have tried too hard. They have fumbled, 
stumbled and fallen four times in four games. They have stopped 
many of their offensive drives with fumbles and penalties. 

Georgia is not a team of great ability. But, in my opinion, 
Georgia is a better team than the record indicates. 

I have witnessed four of Georgia’s five games this season and, 
fronically, the worst performance resulted in the lone victory over 
Tulane. 

Fumbles, penalties and pass interceptions opened the door 
for Texas to take the opener at Grant Field. Georgia outplayed 
Vandy but lost, 9-6. Despite the lopsided score at Ann Arbor, 
the game was closer than the 26-0 score indicates. Rub out a 
couple of gift-wrapped TDs, and Georgia would have been very 
much in contention. 

After being keyed highly for three straight weeks, Georgia was 
flat and looked the part in New Orleans, beating the hapless

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Be Patient 
On Sputnik, 
Fans Told 


By CHARLES MOORE 


Most Georgiaris will be able to 
see the Russian satellite ‘if they 
just give it time,” a Georgia 
Tech physicist said Tuesday as 
Sputnik whizzed over the state, 
hidden behind a cloud cover. 


Sputnik is scheduled to pass 
over Georgia Wednesday just be- 
fore sunrise and shortly after sun- 
set, but it'll be too far west and 
skies will be too cloudy for Geor- 
gians to see it from the ground, 
the experts say. 

SHIFTING WESTWARD 

M. L. Meeks, Georgia Tech 
physicist, said the satellite is 
shifting westward as it circles 
the earth every 95 minutes. 

“If we're patient, we'll get to 
see it,” Meeks said. “Just give 
it time.” 

The Army’s tracking station at 
Ft. Stewart said they picked up 
Sputnik at 6:37.57 p.m. Tuesday 
on its regular south to north eve- 
ning trip. The satellite was sched- 
uled to pass by on a north to 
south trip at 6:09 a.m. Wednes- 
day. 

M. C. Clark, Bendix Aviation 
Corp. scientist at the Ft. Stewart 
center, said the satellite was 
emitting a “rasping’’ sound when 
it passed overhead Tuesday. He 
said apparently something had 
gone wrong with the satellite’s 
radio transmitter. 


TV SATELLITES CONSIDERED 


Meanwhile, Navy scientists are 
talking of a satellite equipped 
with television circling the earth 
to learn secrets of the universe. 

The Navy scientists said a TV 
station aboard a satellite could 
be equipped with a 6 or 12-inch 
telescope. They said the satellite, 
with batteries drawing power 
from the sun, could remain in the 
sky for decades. 

Other military men have talked 
of a TV satellite which would 
scan the earth below, permitting 
the observation of military build- 
ups as the man-made moon|
